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.. MISSION - PACOM forces in conjunction with local national # 
ahd other allied forces as available and appropriate will conduct 
pfanitive and crippling military operations against North Vietnam 
ifi the. degree necessary to halt DRV supported military aggres- 
sion in Laos. Concurrently, PACOM will be prepared for further 
operations elsewhere in Southeast Asia to the degree consistent 
with the above objective, should military operations escalate. 

2. OBJECTIVES - To cause, with the least risk of setting into 
. motion an irreversible pattern of escalation, disruption or 

damage to selected portions of the DRV military, logistical, 
and economic structure to the degree necessary to cause the 
l DRV to desist from supporting PL forces in Laos. 

- To demonstrate to the people of the DRV and 
Laos concrete, visible evidence of US military power, and US 
willingness to use that power. 

- To convince the DRV unequivocally of the risk 
and results to be expected should they continue to support Pathet 
Lao forces in Laos or attempt to ( broaden the scope of the conflict 

- To "maintain an adequate US military posture in 
PACOM for the conduct of operations in the event expanded US 
offensive operations are required or to deter or defend against 

a DRV/CHICOM offensive reaction. 

3. CONCEPT - Military operations against North Vietnam will 
consist of a number of selective military pressures which can 
be executed singly. In combination, and/or in an increasing 
order of severity. These are: 

a. Harassing actions: 

( 1 ) Overflights of North Vietnam with flights launched 
at sea or by units based in Thailand or Clark AB. 

• (2) Harassment of North Vietnamese maritime and aerial 
traffic . 

( 3 ) Demonstrations and feints by naval amphibious 
assault, surface bombardment, and carrier strike groups 
off the coast of North Vietnam. 

b. Punitive and crippling actions: 

• (l) Maritime quarantine. 

t (2) Offensive .minelaying by aircraft launched at sea. 

(3) Air strikes on shipping-. 

(4) Amphibious/airborne raids of company and battalion 
size against coastal or inland targets. 

• ( 5 ) Selective air strikes and naval gunfire bombard- 
ment on targets which either contribute directly to DRV 
military support/logistics or which are of significant 
economic importance.

b. Discussion of target categories: 

(1) Airfields . Punitive action against airfields 
would result from strafing parked aircraft and destroy- 
ing above ground facilities. Crippling action would 
result mainly from the cratering of the runway and' there- 
by denying its use to the enemy. Repeated strikes would 
be necessary to sustain the crippling action. 

(2) POL . Destruction of the three POL storage facilities 
would result in crippling action since it would reduce 
known-bulk POL storage by 85 percent. Other POL targets 
are punitive. 

(3) LOC. Destruction in North Vietnam of the highway 
and railroad bridges and railroad yards at Hanoi would 
create a crippling action against their lines of communica- 
tlon. Mining of Haiphong and Hanoi river channels would 
produce punitive resultB and seriously disrupt their 
maritime traffic. Destruction of the highway bridges in 
Laos would create a crippling action against the DRV 
supply lines in support of the Viet Minh and Pathet Lao. 

(^) Military In stallations . Strikes against headquarters, 
barracks, ammunition and supply depots would produce 
punitive results. Crippling action could only be accomp- 
lished by an extensive and heavy weight of effort against 
each of the target complexes. 

(5) Economic Resources . Strikes against the industry 
and shipping facilities within North Vietnam would 
seriously disrupt, their industrial productions and result 
In punitive action against their export products and 
against the economic resources supporting their military 
e*fort fc Laos has no lucrative economic targets* 

(6) Road routes for armed reconnaissance . The majority 

of resupply into Laos is carried by motor ’vehicles. Con- 
tinuous strafing and destruction of' the vehicle transports- •• - 

tion would cripple the DRV logistics support to the Viet 

Minh and Pathet Lao. 
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( 7 ) Coastal Targets. Targets located generally within 

10,000 yards of the coast which may be subjected to raiding 
by amphibious or airborne means, naval bombardment and/or 
aerial bombardment. The targets which may be attacked by 
amphibious or airdrop raids generally can be attacked by 
aerial and/or naval bombardment more rapidly, with fewer 
personnel and less risk. The raids when executed are pri- 
marily to provide a tangible impact on the populace of 
North Vietnam and to achieve destruction of specific targets • 

5. FORCES. All forces of PACOM and certain CONUS augmenta- 
tion required for execution of C1NCPAC OPLAN 32-64 will be in 
an advanced state of readiness. Some of these forces may, as 
required by the developments ensuing from operations, be 
deployed to staging or prepositioning locations in «TM?PAp C nPTttN 
Southeast Asia when directed. Short of executing CINCPAC OPLAN 
32-64 (Phase III or IV), the forces assigned to CINCPAC are 
adequate in the main. However, certain qualifying statements 
are necessary; 

a. Following augmentation of PACAF will be required to 
provide strike capability from launch base at Clark AB and 
to fill gaps caused by deployments into Thailand;
